The question undecided is, ''What disposition shall be made of 


tho Philippines as a whole." 


It can be stated that there is practically no difference of opinion 


in thy cabinet on the question of the retention of the Philippines as 


u \\hole, all being opposed to our acquisition of those islands. There 
lias boon no decision, however, as yet on the extent to which this 


government will givo in a decision respecting the future of these 


islands), 'nit it is jmibablo that tho answer oi! the President will ox- 


IIHHH the willingness of this government to leave tho matter of the 


future government of tho Philippines entirely in tho hands of a joint 


commission to be appointed by this government and Spain.

Tho note from Spain, it is said, is a ver} 


adroit and equivocal document, from the reading of which one 


would think the only question involved was tho Cuban. Apparently 


Spain might not really have intended getting a direct answer fron 


tho United States, but was only to open diplomatic correspondence 


This government will not have any such correspondence, but wil 


make a straight forward statement of its present peace terms for 


Spain's acceptance or rejection, naming the conditions that, undei 


tho circumstances aro reasonable, oven generous. 


SPANISH FLAGS MUST COME DOWN.

C'oHy Tlionuand Uoi?<]y In Maluc for 


the MiirStot, Nobody to Ksit Thoui. 
About 'IO,0!H) great jiorthern hares, 


commonly c.illed rabbits, have been 


arcd, skinuetl anil put up in tin cans 


ready for tbe market tMs season, and, 
while the supply holds good nud the 
canners catch all the3' can handle at 
three cents a head, tlio demand is BO 
small that no more will bo put up until 
some of the surplus stuck is Bold 
off. 


These hares have been , troublesome. 
pests In Washington county for years, 
eating up the early pcua and vi?£elablca 
before the farmers could gather them 
and cropping1 whole fields of growing 
clover that \uu; raised for the sheep. It 
has been n practice in years past to ship 
fro/m hares to Boston us loup a<i Uic 
returns paid tho freight und commis- 
sion charges. After that they were 
boiled and fed out to hens, owine, and 
anything that would cat thom. Inspito 
of zealous efforts to reduce their num> 
liera the hares have grown more plenti- 
ful every year. 


Finally the residents believed tlmt 


canned hares, well cooked and put up In 
neat pnclcnfres, would sell well in 1ho 
larp^s cities, and a few men started In 
the business, hoping to net rich. While 
o Maine hare is a cldnnly animal, feed- 
Ing1 exclusively upon v<?petntiou, 
Its 


meat Is apt to be dry and without flavor 
of nny kind. When freshly killed and 
stowed, with plenty nf fat pork and po- 
tato™ it makes a dish gireatly relished 
by the Indians and Prcnch Canadians, 
As those people will cut und relish tho 
meat ol n heds-ehog- or a 
muskrnt 


when cooked under like conditions, 
their judgment pro\ed to bo no recom- 
mendation, The customers who bflniRht 
nnd used canned hnrea never came back 
for any more. 
When asked about 


canned hares, as nn nrticle of diet they 
didn't condemn the new food, but ex- 
pressed an opinion that a little or it, 
would (jo n Ions' way In a family. The 
sales have been alow from the start and 
chow no sip-ns of improvement. XThlfsn 
c.omebody discovers n way of cookinjr 
and dishing1 up canned hares so tlmt 
everybody will like tlicra and want 
more the new canning industry will 
have to stop work. Th,e price of dead 
hares, which was five ecnt.i ahead early 
In December, has row pone down so a 
buyer can .pH nil ho wants for one or 
two cents ripieep.
